a mile and a half north of where 
I wanted to go, he told me. 
I picked up Mr. Booten, a 76- 
year-old native 
of those 
parts 
whom I knew very well, because 
he had served as Mountain town­ 
ship supervisor 16 or 18 years and 
was up- here a lot. 
Mr. Booten was glad to go with 
me, because he said he hadn’t 
been to the rocks in 20 years. 
“ We used to call the place Anvil 
Rock,' he said, “ but I notice that 
lately some people have been call­ 
ing it the Little Garden of the 
Gods. 
A lot of people have come 
np to the rocks, both in the past 
and recently.” 
However, as we progressed fur­ 
ther toward the spot, it looked 
like a veritable No Man’s Land. 
The trail was dim but solid. 
And 
I might say for those who want 
to go that after you pass the Bryan 
Colbert p*ace and cross over a 
rock-filled ditch, the first couple 
of hundred yards are the hardest. 
Although things look more prim i­ 
tive as you progress, the footing 
gets m ore solid 
And it’s just 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
ditch you drive right through until 
you arrive at the rock form ations 
on the right 
• C D 
As we drove through part of the 
Shawnee National Forest which is 
covered with pine Mr. Booten re­ 
m arked that the last time he was 
up at the rocks, there were wheat 
fields where the forest has planted 
trees. 
“ Coal trucks used to use this 
road a lot back before hard roads 
were in,” he commented as we 
went along 
The road was a lane 
grown high with grass.

A rriving at the spot, which I 
believe is in Section 36 of Moun­ 
tain township, we got out. 
First 
thing that caught my eye was the 
huge Anvil Rock 
It’s a big thing, 
and it takes no imagination at all 
to tell it’s the anvil, all right. 
There was too much tree foliage 
to see a lot of the rock form ation, | 
but Mr Booten said they extended I 
for about a half mile. 
There were many grotesque rock j 
formations, caused by wind and 
erosion, and is a spot that is ripe 
for development 
The formation is seven miles 
from Herod 
and you can travel I 
at about 20 miles per hour most 
of the tim e until you get to the 
Bryan Colbert place. 
You’ll be 
gqing considerably slower the re- \ 
mauling mile. 


MILAS BOOTEN, a veteran resident of Mountain township 
who lives a mile and a half away, points to one of the unusual 
rocks found alongside the Anvil Rock.

(Youngest Man in Cabinet, Hard Worker 
Keaton, Doesn't Take Self Too Seriously

Frederick Andrew Seaton of Has­ 
tings, Neb., just made Secretary 
of the Interior, is not only 
the 
newest member of President Eis­ 
enhower’s Cabinet. 
At 46 he’s 
also the youngest and a good six 
years under the previous Cabinet 
“ baby,” 
Atty. Gen. H e r b e r t 
Brownell, Jr. 
Fred Seaton is also something 
of a pixie in the Cabinet. He gets 
a lot of hard 
work done, but he 
prides himself on the fact that he 
doesn’t take himself too seriously. 
Until he came 
to 
Washington 
Seaton 
had 
preferred 
to work 
morning newspaperm an’s 
hours. 
That meant a leisurely breakfast 
about noon, then work till 2 a. rn. 
or later. 
Since then—under early - riser 
President Eisenhower — he 
has 
been forced to change his 
work 
day, but he still works late. 
On 
this schedule he consumes gallons 
of coffee per day. There’s always 
a fresh pot brewing in his 
office 
and every conference begins with 
a cup for his caller and himself. 
* • • 
Part of the Seaton line about 
not taking things seriously 
and 
not liking Washington is that he’d 
really prefer being back in 
the 
Middle West, 
running his chain 
of eight daily newspapers, 
two 
weeklies, a farm magazine, a TV 
station and three radio stations. 
They’re scattered in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, South Dakota, Wyoming 
and Colorado. 
He also has a 95- 
acre farm near Hastings, Neb., 
which is his headquarters. 
Running this assemblage would 
be enough to keep most 
people 
busy. But the seemingly noncha­ 
lant Fred turns over to his brother 
the 
business 
founded 
by their 
father and takes on a half a dozen 
other jobs in Washington. 
As it is, he ships his family out 
to Nebraska every sum m er and 
they rusticate on the farm while 
he envies 
them. 
His wife, 
the 
smart, 
good 
looking 
Gladys 
Dowd, 
was a Kansas 
farm er’s 
daughter who worked on the Sea­ 
ton papers. 
She and Fred met 
when they were journalism stu- 
dets at Kansas, U. 
Their family consists of four 
adopted children, two boys, 
two 
girls, one pair Americans, the oth­ 
er pair 
German war 
orphans. 
They range in age from % to 
15. 
There’s also a varying menagerie 
of cats, dogs, ducks, horses and 
bird pets.

Seaton has stayed in Washing­ 
ton simply because of his adm ira­ 
tion 
for 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
He will do anything 
he can, 
he 
says, to help the President 
They first met when Gen. Eisen­ 
hower was commander of NATO 
in Paris and Seaton was a U. S. 
Senator. 
Seaton became an early Ike-for- 
President man. After the nomina­ 
tion he joined the campaign train 
as a public relations adviser and^ 
situation handler. (The Nixon sit-* 
uation, for instance.) Previously, 
Seaton had been secretary to Gov. 
Alf M. Landon when the Kansan 
ran for the presidency in 1936. 
After Eisenhower was elected 
president, Seaton went back 
to 
his Midwest n e w sp a p e r^ . 
But it 
wasn’t long before he was sum­ 
moned to Washington to see what 
! he could do to improve the Penta- 
! gon’s 
balled-up 
public 
relations 
!and legislative liaison with 
Con­ 
gress. 
When a reporter once told Sea­ 
ton that he canted to do a story 
on Secretary Wilson’s l l 
assist* 
ant-secretary “ vice 
presidents” 
and what they all did, he got the 
reply, “If you ever find out, let 
me know.”

Seaton cam e to Washington just 
in time to handle 
the row 
be­ 
tween Sen, Joe McCarthy 
and 


form er Army Secretary 
Robert 
T. Stevens. Seaton himself never 
got 
involved 
publicly 
in 
the 
hearings. 
This skill indicates why 
Seaton 
shortly was summoned 
to 
the 
White House as Deputy Assistant 
to the President, in charge of Ad­ 
m inistrative Liaison. 
That high 
sounding title means keeping in 
touch with all the departm ents 
of the government for the Presi­ 
dent. 
Seaton’s biggest job in this ca­ 
pacity was probably his work with 
Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Ezra 
Taft 
Benson 
on the new 
farm 
bill. 
They couldn’t get it through 
a Democratic Congress the first 
time, but the second tim e they 
did better. 
It was only natural, 
perhaps, 
that when this job was out of the 
way, the President should choose 
the 
m erry, 
blue-eyed Seaton as 
successor to form er Interior Sec­ 
retary Douglas McKay.

rine failures.” Dr. Ingle said. “Ag­ 
ing is a perfectly natural process, 
and the speed at which we live 
ha* no effect on the speed of ag* 
ing.” 


Dr. Horvath said there ie aa 
“unknown factor** involved in tho 
speed or slowness at which we ago. 


“A person of SO may have the 
body of AO, and vice versa,’* ho 
said. “Heredity and the ability to 
adapt to stress and strain art in­ 
volved in this process.” 
He said how long a person Uvea 
depends on where in the body die 
aging takes place. Ho pointed out 
that life expectancy is more af­ 
fected by degeneration of the heart 
than by graying hair.
